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WAsmxaTON, Nov. llv—A letter of frîec 
retary Gresbam to the president concern- 
ing Hinviiiian affairs hrt;fl been given out 
for publication. In it he takes tho ground 
that the marines landed from the United 
States steamer Boston at the time of th« 
revolution were not .landed to protect 
Américain life and property» but to aid iu 
overthrowinj^ 
imii'-nt. 


Th>iir very presence, ho says, implied coer- 
cive measures against it. 
The letter pro- 
ceeds; 


"It is not now claimed that a majority 
of the people havinfï a right to vote under 
tho constitution of l-W ever favored tho 
existing authority, or annexation to this 
or any other country. 
They earnestly de- 
sire that the jjovernment of their choice 
shall bo restored and its independence re- 
spected. 


"The government of Hawaii surrendered 
its authority under a threat of war, until 
such time only as the government of the 
United States, ujion facts beiiiii presented 
to it, should reinstate the constitutional 
sovereign, and the provisional fcovernment 
was created 'to exist until terms of union 
with the United States of America have 
been negotiated and ap^reed upon.' 


"Should not the ^reat wrong done to a 
feeble but independent state by an abuse 
of the authority of the United States be 
undone by restoring the legitimate gov- 
ernment? Anything short of that will 
not, I respectfully submit, satisfy the de- 
mands of justice. 


"Can the United States consistently in- 
sist that other nations shall raspect the 
independence of Hawaii while not respect- 
ing It themselves? 
Our government was 
the first to recognize the independence of 
the islands, and it should be the last to 
acquire sovereignty over them by force 
and fraud."

There was no surprise whci^Î advices re- 
ceived by the St earner an-iving at San Fran- 
cisco today IVoni Honolulu stated that the 
Hawaiians and the protectorate govern- 
ment, after three days of residence in the 
islands by Minister W.llis, were still in 
ignorance of the communication to Presi- 
dent Dole. 


Secretary Greshaîu says that it would 
be impossible to hear of the efi'ect Minister 
Willis' announcement had until tho ar- 
rival of the steamer which sailed from 
Honolulu last Saturday, or four days after 
Admiral Skerrett, who has been relieved 
by Rear Admiral Irwin, departed. It is in- 
ferred from this that Minister Willis was 
instructed not to make known his com- 
munication until after the steamer and 
admiral had left. 


No troops were to be landed from the 
ships at the time of the presentation of 
the communication to tlieijrovisional gov- 
ernment or the notilicuLion to the queen 
of the purpose of the United States to 
place her on t he throne. 


It is not believed at the state depart" 
ment that any objection will be made by 
the provisional government to surrender- 
ing tlie affairs of the country to the queen 
when it is convinced of the iirm intention 
of the United States to use force if neces- 
Bary.

There is some disappointment felt in 
administration circles at the expressions 
of public oj)inion against the Hawaiian 
policy, but there are no indications of any 
wavering in the purpose to push it to a 
conclusion or of any division on the sub- 
ject. There is a good deal of interest in a 
statement put forth by one near the pres- 
ident that there is much in the way of evi- 
dence in the Blount report that has not 
hitherto been suggested to the public and 
'that would, if published, work a revolu- 
tion in public sentiment in favor of the 
administration's policy.

CUSTOMS DITIIS. 


CKV\lNarNCT.K SAM'SUKVKXUE 
ON COAST AND FRONTIKU. 


An Tntrîoatc System of îiivoîoos and 
Oflloljil Prtpprs—The Spoorty Rov- 
cuuo

FOREIGN merchant cleflirini? 
to shii) goods to the United 
States must firfit go before 
tiie American Consul resid- 
ing at the port from which he intends 
to ship the merchandise and malte oath 
to the kind, quality and quantity of 
\he articles ho wishes to ship to the 
United Htates. 
This affidavit is called 
. 1 ''consular 
certificate," and is at- 
i;ached to the invoice of goods the 
merchant is going to export. 
Three 
of these invoices, properly certified, 
ire made out, one of which is kept by 
the Consul, one sent to the Collector 
of the Port to which the goods are to 
be shipped, and one given to the ex- 
porting merchant, who sends it to his 
customer in the United States. 
The 
invoice which goes to the Collector of 
the Port in this country is sent by the 
captain of the vessel which carries the 
freight listed in the invoice. 


After the vessel crosses the ocean 
and is within 
fifteen 
leagues of the 
main shore it is iiossible that it may 
run ^across one of Uncle Sam's reve- 
nue cutters. 
It may be well to ex- 
plain here that the revenue cutters are 
%n important factor in the protection 
and collection of the customs duties. 
The revenue marine was established by 
Congress in 1790 for the purpose of 
preventing smuggling. 
Ten of these 
cutters were built at that time and or- 
dered placed in commission. 
Since 
bhen the revenue marine has grown in 
importance, 
until now the 
service 
numbers about forty vessels. 
A mod- 
ern revenue cutter is a small vessel, 
steel armored, and equipped with sev- 
eral fine guns of long range. 
The 
vessels are built for speed, ami besides 
being propelled by • powerful engines, 
ire also supplied with a large spread 
of canvas. 


But to return to our incoming ves- 
iel. 
If the ship is in the regular chan- 
ael and making directly for i^orfc the 
revenue cutter will not molest it. 
But 
if the vessel is out of the beaten track, 
or has no colors flyiug, or if there is 
»nything rakish or susjiicious lookiug 
about it, the revenue cutter will signal 
it to ''bring to," as coming to a halt is 
called in sailor parlance. 
To make 
this signal the revenue cutter runs up 
the revenue jack or fires a gun across 
the bows of the incoming vessel. When 
the vessel comes to a halt a boat is 
lowered from the cutter 
and 
two 
oiJicers are sent aboard the ship 
to 
make an examination. 
If the captain 
can show his clearance and other ship

papers, and they are found to be reg- 
ular, he is permitted to go on, other- 
wise the vessel is placed under arrest 
and taken to the nearest port. 


After the vessel lands the caiDtain must 
within 
twenty-four hours thereafter 
*'enter'* his vessel—that is, he must 
report to the Collector of the Port, de- 
livering to him copies of the manifest 
and clearance papers. 
To do this he 
first deposits his clearance papers with 
the Consul of the Nation from which 
the ship sailed. 
The Consul examines 
the i}aj)ers and if they are regular he 
gives the captain of the vessel a cer- 
tificate to this effect. The captain then 
gives the collector this certificate, 
which ifi oflicial evidence that the ves- 
sel is from the country that it claims 
to be. Besides delivering his clearance 
papers to the collector the captain also 
delivers to him the manifest of the 
ship, containing a list of the passen- 
gers on board the vessel and the in- 
voice of goods sent to the merchant in 
this country, which it will be remem- 
bered was indorsed by an American 
Consul in a foreign i)ort before the 
goods were shipped to this comitiy. 
The captain must make oath that his 
manifest is in every way correct to the 
best of his knowledge and 
belief. 
When these regulations have 
been 
complied with the collector issues an 
order for the delivery of the cargo. 


But before the importing merchant 
or consignee can secure his goods he 
must go before the collector and se- 
cure a permit allowing him to unload 
his freight. 
To do this he goes to the 
custom house 
and protjuces his in- 
voice and bill of lading. 
The invoice 
U compared with the iuvvice iu pus- 


aension of the collector and which was 
sent to him by the Consul residing iu 
the country from which the goods 
wore shipped. The bill of entry which 
ia presented by the importing mer- 
chant is also compared with the bill of 
entry which the captain gives to the 
Collector at the same time that he 
does his manifest and clearance papers.' 
Those pa])er3 are then taken to the 
naval office, where the work is veri- 
fied. 
When these papers are returned 
to the custom house and found to be 
I'egular the collector makes out what 
is known 
as au * 'estimate" of the 
amount of duties that should be paid. 
He also names a certain number of 
packages that must be sent to the pub- 
lic stores for appraisement iu order 
that the rate of duty may be accurately 
ascertained.

After these formalities are through 
with the importer pays the estimated 
duty on the goods he wishes to trans- 
fer immediately to his store or ship to 
other merchants iu the interi6r of the 
country,. 
He may, if he Avishes, get 
two permits, one allowing him to have 
immediate possession of the goods up- 
on which he has paid a duty and the 
other to allow him to remove the goods 
on which the duty is not jmid to a 
bonded warehouse. 


When a merchant imports a cargo of 
goods which he does not wish to place 
Immediately upon the market he can 
store his merchandise in a bonded 
warehouse by gn^tting a permit to do 
so, and by giving a bond to secure the 
payment-of the duties. 
The bond is 
to the efl:ect th^t if the merchandise 
be withdrawn within throe years from 
the date of importation and the duties 
paid then the bond is to be void. 
If 
merchandise is removed within a year 
after being'placed in bond then only 
the regular duties are imposed, but if 
it remains iu bond longer than one 
year an extra charge of ten per cent, 
upon the regular duty is added. 
All 
merchandise ijlaced in a bonded ware- 
house must be withdrawn within three 
years or the goods will be sold to jmy 
the duties. 


At ports other than 
seaports 
the 
methods employed iu collecting duties 
are the same as those just describecl, 
except, of course, 
there are no 


revenue cutters or tugs. 
The manner 
of collecting the customs at some of 
the frontier custom houses is quite in- 
formal, 
This is especially true of the 
customs offices on the Mexican frontier 
and on the boundary line between the 
States and the British provinces. 


There is a peculiarity about the 
Mexican frontier that is entirely its 
own. 
It consists in what is known as 
the ''free zone," and is situated in 
Old Mexico, 
Several years ago the 
Mexican Government jiassed a law set- 
ting apart a narrow strij^ of territory 
on the boundary lino between that 
country and the United States to bo n 
' -zona libra," 
or free 
zone, 
into 
which goods and merchandise could 
lie shipped from any j^art of the world 
duty free. 
The object of this legis- 
lation was to build up a narrow strip 
of Mexican territory at the expense ol 
the United States 
frontier. 
This 
piece of strategy by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment is accomplishing its 2>urpose, 
because the United States is debarred 
from retaliating with a similar law, 
for the reason that it would be con- 
trary to the jsrovision of the Constitu- 
tion, which declares that **all duties, 
imposts and excises shall be uniform 
throughout the United States." 


The free zone is a strip of territory 
twenty miles wide on the Mexican side 
of 
the 
lino, 
and 
extends 
from 
Matamoras to Tijana. 
The 
Unitc.^ 
States frontier adjoining Old Mexico 
is poorly guarded. 
There are custotr 
houses at Brownsville, Laredo, Jitii^'a 
Pass and El Paso, 
Texas, 
and n' 
Nogales, New Mexico. 
Mounted in- 
spectors patrol this jiart of the frontier, 
but they only act as detectives, and 
there are not enough of them to guard 
properly the boundary line between 
this country and the '*free zone" in 
Mexico. It is doubtful if any ordinary 
number 
of 
men could guard 
the 
Mexican frontier, 
Tiie barren plains 
in the uortheru -part of Texas and iu 
the southern part of New Mexico and 
Arizona afford great i^rotection to the 
smugglers. 
Usually natural impedi- 
ments make smuggling uni^roritable. 
But it is the reverse iu this instance. 
To the 
professional smuggler 
this 
sterile and wild tract of country is a 
bridire bptweea Mvxico aad the in- 


habited part 
of the United 
States, 
which, if ho cau but safely cross, ho 
feels that he is secure from pursuit 
and capture. 


The frontier between Canada and 
the United States is not patrolled iu 
any manner. 
The only guards are 
the iron posts which stand like sen- 
tinels on the boundary liut> at a dis- 
tance of one mile apart. 
These posts 
mark the line between the 
Unitod 
States and Canada as settled by tho 
Ashburton treaty in 


The custom houses are at the rail- 
road stations on or near tho line. 
Tho collectors at these ports do not 
exert themselves verv much in the wav 
of guarding the frontier. 
In some in- 
stances they lend a helping hand to 
the smuggler. 
A collector of a small 
post on tho Now York frontier told 
the writer of a scheme he had devised 
to help tho "boys" bring horses from 
Canada to tho United States, 
He 
talked freely about tho matter, aud 
seemed to think that ho owed these 
courtesies to tho "boys'* for having in- 
dorsed him for the office of coIlecvoi\ 
Along the New York and Vermont 
frontier every few miles can be found 
what is known as tho ''line store." 
These stores are built on tho boundary 
line, i>art of tho store beiui^in Canada 
And part iu tho United States. 
Tho 
chief object of these stores is to avoid 
the payment of the Government license 
required of retail dealers iu liquor. 
Another object is to avoid the customs 
duties ou such articles as are geuorally 
sold iu country 
stores. 
They 
arc 
closely watched, however, and 
not 
much is done in the way of evading 
customs duties. 
Bat as respects tho 
avoidance of tho Government licenso 
tax, the scheme is almost perfection 
itself. 
When the American customet 
conies to buy whisky he must go to 
the Canada side of the store, but when 
% Canadian wants his jug tilled he 
must go over to the counter ou the 
American side. 
Saturday afternoons 
and rainy days it is a common sight to 
see the lines of customers going and 
coming, 
one from Canada aud the 
other from the United States.

proprietor escapes paying a tax in the 
United States for the reason that he 
does not sell liquor to a citizen of this 
country on American soil and the Gov- 
ernment cannot bring a foreigner into 
this country as a witness.—New Yoric 
Advertiser.

RYE AS A liATE FODDER, 


If short of hay or fodder, sow rye. 
It will give abiindauco of pasturage 
late in the fall, aud during winter, if 
not coveVed with snow. 
If not in con- 
dition next spring for a paying crop 
as grain, it may be turned under and 
help cut tho corn. 
Some claim tho 
winter feeding betters it for a crop of 
grain—cauf^os it to stool out more than 
it would otherwise. Be that as it may, 
it makes good pasturage. 
Sow some. 


WASHIXa OF BUITKR, 


The ndvautages of washed and un- 
washi^d butter are being discussed iu 
England, 
Too much washing is ad- 
mitted to injure the davor, but a little 
water is generally used, 
Tho Swedish 
aud Danish buttor-makors who supply 
tho English market get all tho butter- 
milk from tho butter by 
re])eated 
jiressure. 
This requires a good deal 
of work, 
while washing the butter 
simjililies the matter greatly. 
Some 
of the best English dairy makers never 
use water. 
In this couutry wo believe 
the use of it is universal. 
Our dairv- 
men may learn something from the 
discussion, which may give them some 
now ideas on the subject. 


lilGHT SHOES FOR TOUN'G HORSES, 


The most careful horse breeders are 
agreed that tho lighter the shoe and 
the loss it is worn the bettor. 
In a re- 
cent address before an English agri- 
cultural society. Professor Axe dis- 
cussed the subject, deprecating the 
blundering management of the feet of 
horses. 
Often fine animals are ruined 
by being caused to Avear their shoes 
too early and too lonff. 
Standing in 
the stable a long time is liable to 
cause lameness, aud could be avoided 
by taking off the shoes and substi- 
tuting soft leather. 
Red-hot shoes 
should not be apjdied to the foot of 
the horse at any time. 


In plowing, cultivating and many 
other farm operations a horse will 
walk ten to twentj'' miles a day and 
advances about four feet at a step. 
At 
each step the horse lifts half a pound 
extra on its two feet, G(57 pounds in 
every mile. 
In a day's work ofiifteen 
miles, the horse would lifl '.}900 pounds 
extra or nearly five toiis. 
If tho force 
required to lift this tive tons of iron 
could be expended in the work the 
horse is doing, rar'»h 'iiore could be 
accomplished. 
In vho light of these 
facts is it any wonuc-r that when young 
'horses begin to wear shoes they soon 
become leg • wearv, have their steps 
shortened and acquire a slow walking 
gait?—Farm, Field and Fireside,

Geeso begin to lay oarly in 
March 
nud 
will 
lay 
fourteftu 
to 
oighteeu eggs; these should nearly al- 
ways be set under hens, as it is often 
the case that tho mother will not bo- 
come broody until late. 
With duokn 
it is usually best not to attempt to 
hatch out tho iivst laying of eggs un- 
less it is dono in an incubator. 
Th^y 
are less trouble to raise iu a brooder 
than eithor turkevs or chickens, and 
with good froding can l>o made to 
grow very ra})idly, much faster than 
chickrus, so that when throo month« 
old they readily weigh four or flv« 
imunds apioce, while chickous will 
average about two. 
Both ducks and 
goose require loss grain and moro 
bulky food than turkeys or chickens, 
aud it is best, aud especially so with 
goeso, to soil tho younger fowls autl 
keep tho older ones for laying and 
brooding. 
After they aro reasonably 
well matured, the feathers cau 
bo 
picked regularly several times during 
the season. 
A full grown goose of 
either the Toulouse or Embden breed 
will average a iiound of feathers dur- 
ing tho season, says a writer in tho 
Husbandman, and that will pay readily 
for their keep, giving tho eggs as in- 
crease for profit. 


With the Pokiu ducks it is a mistake 
to think that a pond of water is necea- 
sary; 
they will got along very w<*ll 
with what is needed to drink, and thia 
must always be supplied liberally, aud 
be pure aud fresh. 
But goeso need 
plenty of water. 
So far as possiblo 
the better plan is to give them the run 
of a good pasture, penning up 
at 
night. 
This is especially necessary 
with the ducks after they commence 
laving, or a good ])ortion of tho egga 
will be lost, as they drop them almost 
anywhere, and it is only by keeping 
them penned up at night that thoy can 
be secured. 
It is not best to confine 
them with other fowls; have a soparato 
apartment and see that 
bedding is 
su])plied so that they can be 
kept 
ch^an and comfortable. 
While they 
like to swim and play in water, it ia 
very important to their health to have 
the place dry whore they rest at night, 
—Orango Judd Farmer. 


^ EXPERIITEXTS WITH LAYING HENS. 
Belief in the necessity of keeping a 
male bird with laying hens is 
still 
quite common. 
In order to settle this 
point a series of experiments was un- 
dertaken by the Geneva (N". Y,) Sta- 
tion, 
The trial was made with four 
pens, two of which contained cocker- 
els, while the other two wT^re without 
any. 
The result showed that a pen of 
pullets kept without a male produced 
eggs at about thirty per cent, lessiost 
than an exactly similar pen with which 
a cockerel was kept. 


Another pen without a male 
gave 
during the first three months about 
the same projDortionate excess of prod- 
uct over an exactly similar pen with 
which a cockerel was kept. 
After the 
development of 
the 
feather-eating 
habit the egg product diminished, but 
during eight months the total egg 
yield for each pen were very nearly 
alike. 


In each of the two pens without male 
birds some pullets had begun to lay 
from one to two months earlier than 
any in the corresponding pens in which 
male birds were kept. 


While '4'eather-eating" usually ap- 
pears after feeding for any length of 
time an unvaried ration deficient in 
some constituents, more especially ni- • 
trogenous matter, the habit has devel- 
oped from idleness or some unknown | 
cause among fowls having a ration ' 
which gave satisfactory results with 
other similar i^ens of fowls fed at the • 
same time, 
^ 


KEEPING DUCKS AND GEESE, 


The advantage of raising ducits and 
geese over turkeys and chickens is, 
that if they can be given the range of 
a good pasture with plenty of M'ater, 
they will need less looking after. They 
are hardy, easily raised and require 
Jess expensive food than other poul- 
try. 
Tu this may be added tho iftcfc 
that in nearly 
all cases they 
ore 
healthier, being less subject to disease 
and free from lice. 
An additional 
source of income is tlieir feathers. 
They lay eggs, hatch young fowls, and 
yield a good quantity of feathers, and 
can, with good treutiuent, be made 
profitable. 
Uf course with either it is 
always best to have the larger, better 
breeds, 
Embclen geese and 
Pekin 
ducks cost no mure to raise than the 
other kinds, while they return a much 
larger profit. 


iJucks, if provided with comfortable 
quarters where they can rest at night 
and are reasonably well fed, will often 
commence laying the latter i>art of 
January or the tirat of February, and

Diarrhoja may often be mistaken for 
cholera, as the Hymjitoms at the start 
are nearly the same. 
As soon as the 
birds are aJiected thoy have a down- 
cast look, become sleepy, loso strengtu 
and have more or less fover, 


Tho advantage with tho Italian bees 
over the black is that they are, mucn 
easier to handle, being much geutl«T. 
They also produce a much larger m 
crease of bees, and uiuler 
tho saiuo 
conditions make more honey. 


In most localities the use of hon*^y 
is nothing like so great as it would b * 
if tho&e who keep bees would ynt up 
the honey in a more attractive fonu 
and take more pains to bring it to th ) 
notice of the better class of consum- 
ers.

Tho most curious thing about tho 
butterfly is the size of the case from 
which the insect proceeds compared 
with the size of the insect's body. The 
case is rarely more than one inch in 
thickness; the butterfly covers a sur- 
face nearly four inches square. 


In support of the modern theory 
that sound does not consist of a given 
number of countable wavebeats, a well-

Bessemer and basic open-earth steel, 
the conclusion being that the latter ex- 
cels all the others in resistance to me- 
chanical attack and distortion. 


A remarkable illustration of the pro- 
gress of electrical appliances is elec- 
trolytic painting. 
Hitherto, if copper 
or other metal were to be 
deposited 
electricallv, a bath of solution was 
needed. 
Now this is changed, and a 
technical journal says a ship's hull can 
be i>lated as easily as a spoon or tea* 
pot. 
Instead 
of 
a batb, 
insoluble 
salts, ground to a fine powder 
and 
mixed with water, 
are used. 
This 
mixture is painted on the metal to be 
plated by a fine wire brush, to which 
one pole of a dynamo conductor is at- 
tached, the other pole being connected 
with a plate. 
Not only pure metal but 
all sorts of alloys can be used. 


During a residence in Tunisia, M. 
Vercoutre made a study of the tattoo 
marks which the natives cover theii 
limbs and face. 
He discovered thai 
the most complete designs represent ti 
human figure—a kind of doll, seen iz 
front, with extended arms. 
In this 
figure, for which no explanation had 
been offered before, he perceives noth- 
ing else than a representation, rigidly 
exact and preserved by tradition with- 
out perceptible alteration, of the mani- 
kin on the monuments of Phoenicio 
and Carthage, 
which 
archaeologiste 
have named the "Symbol of the Punic 
Trinity"—which is found, for exam- 
ple, on the Phœnician and Punic stelœ, 
and on the neo-Punic lamps of Car- 
thage.

The most curious of all objects in 
New Zealand is that which the Maoris 
call 
"aweto." 
One 
is 
uncertain 
whether to call it an animal or a plant. 
In the first stage of its existence it is 
simply a caterpillar about three or 
four inches in 
length, 
and 
always 
found in connection with the rata tree, 
a kind of flowering myrtle. It appears 
that 
when it reaches full growth it 
buries itself two or three inches under 
ground, where, instead of undergoing 
the ordinary chrysalis process, it be- 
comes gradually transformed into a 
plant, which exactly fills tho body and 
shoots up at the neck to a height of 
eight or ten inches. 


This plant resembles in appearance 
a diminutive bulrush, and the two, 
animal and plant, are always found in- 
separable, 
One is apt to relegate it 
to the domain of imagination, 
among 
dragons and mermaids, but then its 
existence and nature have been ac- 
cejited by the late Frank Buckland. 
How it proi^a^^ates its species is a 
mystery. 
One traveler, after describ- 
ing its dual nature, calmly states that 
it is the grub of the night butterfly. 
If so, then the grub must also become 
a butterfly, or what becomes of the 
species V 


One would be ready to suppose that 
the grub does really so, and tnatsome 
fungus finds the cast-off slough con- 
genial quarters for its growth. 
But 
as far as present observation goes, the 
grub never becomes a butterfly, but is 
changed in every case into a plant.-r— 
Chambers's Journal.

Every household in time come« to 
have its own unwritten laws and tra- 
ditions, specifics that have been used

made the domestic machinery of one 
home at least run smoothly: 


When pipes or stoves arc to be set 
nwav take boiled linseed oil, 
in-ocu- 
rable at anv hardware store, and with 
a cloth rub it over the iron. 
Almost 
before the work is finished it will have 
dried into a smooth varnish which will 
keep the stove bright and impervious 
to damp for any length of time. 


For the nickle plate of a stove this 
rjrocess is reliable: 
Slack a piece of 
quicklime in a covered kettle with just 
eufiicient water to cause it to crumble. 
While hot add tallow and work into a 
past. Cover the bright work with this. 
It can be easily wiped off. It prevents 
all dimming and discoloration what-

ever. 


For renewing black silk there is no 
better way than to take the ripped-up 
silk, place a breadth upon 
a white 
scrubbed Kitchen table, pat it thor- 
ouííhly down with a sponge dipped in 
ammonia and water until the silk is 
wet and stuck smoothly to the table. 
Lay one breadth over another, patting 
each smooth; then leave them to dry. 
No ironing is needed and the silk will 
be almost like new. 


Oxalic acid is the standard remedy 
for ink stains, but by some perversity 
it is never on hand when needed. Salt, 
however, is always ready, and it is al- 
most certain to eradicate the stain 
from any woolen article, such as a 
carpet or table cover, if applied at 
once. 
Thrown on a fresh stain it acts 
as a magic absorbent. 
Immediately 
brush up the stained saltas lightly ae 
possible. 
Then apply fresh and whisk 
viííorously. 
In most cases the stain 
wholly disappears. 
I know no othex 
absorbent that will act in this way. 


A soap that is invaluable where car- 
pets, rugs or woolen curtains 
need 
freshening or cleansing is as follows. 
Boil for twenty minutes, 
constantly 
stirring, two quarts of water, one-hall 
pound'of lump starch, one tablespooi: 
salt, three bars laundry soap cut fine; 
when the mixture is smooth and free 
from lumps remove from the fire and 
add one tablespoon of salaratus and 
four ounces of ether. Pour into mokh 
to harden. 
Bub the soap on the car- 
pet, then 
sponge 
off lightly with fi 
damp cloth or sponge. 
The user will 
be delighted with the result. 


When silk or woolen articles become 
slightly soiled, but are of texture too 
delicate to be treated with soaps oi 
fiuids of any kind, the 
''buckwheat 
cleanse" is invaluable. 
In many large 
dressmaking establishments part of the 
stock-in-trade 
is 
buckwheat 
flour. 
The finger marks that become almost 
unavoidable iñ the sewing are alwayt 
carefully brushed with the flour til) 
no trace 
remains. 
Light 
colored 
woolen wrappers for .invalids' every- 
day wear may be thcJroughly brushed 
in that way when soiled and kept in 
good condition. 
This dry cleanse is 
invaluable for delicate silks. 


This hint for the home dressmakex 
is stolen from the establishment of a 
bright and successful modiste: When 
there is a waist to remodel, trim oi 
drape, use a pillow as a '*form." 
The 
modiste referred to has used pillows 
for years, each Avaist 
finisher 
havinp 
her own.

March 
Weather. 


Rev. Irl R. Hicks, in World and 
Works, makes the following forecast 
for March weather:— 


"Mercury is at the center ol its dis- 
turbing period on the zd. Reactionary 
storms are also due from that date to 
the 5lh. 
The moon's first quarter be- 
ing on the 6th, and the electric tension 
being 
greatly increased by our ap* 
proaching vernal equinox, it will be 
prudent to anticipate storms and hard, 
trying weather from about the 2d to the 
5th. 
The period will come in with 
windsshifting to southerly; rain will ap- 
pear first, turning to heavy sleet, and 
finally to snow in Northern and Cen- 
tral States. 


"Don't forget that Mercury is our 
sleet god, that his power begins five 
days before, and reaches five or six days 
beyond the 2d, and expect his sleety 
coat of mail to enwrap shrubbery, and 
play diabolical pranks with the wires 
in many parts of the land. 
A severe 
dash of Arctic breath will follow. 
See 
if the mercury doesn't touch a low 
point,generally,but especially of course, 
to the North, between the 2d and 7th. 


"About the i i t h of March is always 
a critical time. 
The vernal equinox is 
about the crisis of its electrical excite- 
ment within three or four days of that 
date. 
A regular storm period is cen- 
tral on the 8th, its day of greatest vio- 
lence being from that date to the n t h . 
These facts, added to the full moon on 
the morning of the 13th, indicate at- 
mospheric and electrical disturbances 
of marked violence. 
Storms of gener- 
al rain and snow will result at the same 
time, and a cold wave of great intensi- 
ty will spread eastward and southward 
from about the loth to 13th. The 14th 
and isth are dates upon and touching 
which there will be a sudden change to 
very 
warm, attended 
by 
electrical 
storms,and followed by change of wind 
and sharp freezing up to about the i8th. 


"A regutar storm period is central 
on March .20th, being within forty- 
eight hours ot the sun's central bearing 
on our equator. 
The moon is on the 
equator, also, on the 21st. 
Tquinoxof 
Mars, on April 12th, will also bring its 
full disturbing power into play by this 
time, so that every warning given for 
the period 8th to 13th, will apply with 
added force to the period 
19th and 
23d inclusive. 
Great gales on sea and 
land must result upon and about these 
dates. 
Those who are looking for an 
open passage into 
warmer 
Summer 
weather, will find their hopes, and per- 
haps other possessions, blighted by frost 
between the 22d and 26th. 
Plan for 
the care of your stock and the protec- 
tion of early vegetation. Another sud- 
den change Irom cold to very warm 
will occur 26th 
to 
sSth, with 
rain 
southward turning to snow in the iar 
West and Noith. The final dash of cold 
for the month will follow, up to the 
30th. 
March will, go out with rising 
temperature, and 
the appearance of 
storms in the West which will run into 


the opening days of April," 
—

Representative Mutchler, chairman 
of the sub-committee of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, having in charge the 
preparation of the general pension bill, 
has his work about completed. 
He ex- 
pects to have a meeting of his sub-com- 
mittee this week, when the bill will be 
gone over and be reported to the full 
committee. 


Commissioner of Pensions Raum es- 
timates that 3146,000,000 will be re- 
quired for pensions during the next fis- 
cal year. 
Mr. Mutchler is not dispos- 
ed to accept this estimate, as he con 
siders it extravagant. 
He is influenced 
by the amount which he expects will 
be expended this year. 
The last Con- 
gress appropriated $135,000,000 on the 
estimate of the Commissioner, although 
the secretary of the Treasury estimated 
but gi25,000,000, 


Mr. Mutchler has been doing some 
figuring 
and calculates that the latter 
sum will cover the expenditures for 
pensions up to June 30, 1892, 
Dur- 
ing the seven months ending January 
31, a trifle over ^71,000,000 had been 
paid out on some 175,000 certificates. 
If the same proportion is maintained 
for the remaining five months of the 
fiscal year, Mr. Mutchler calculates that 
the expenditures will not be over Í125,- 
000,000, which will leave í5io,000,000 
to be converted into the Treasury of 
the present year's appropriations. 


Commissioner 
Raum 
expects thfe 
high tide of pensions to be reached 
jiext year, as the new cases under the 
]aw oí June 30, 1890, wjll have been 
fcettled in that time. 
So far 132,000 
claims, in round numbers, filed under 
(hat act have been passed upon, leaving 
0!ker 400;000 10 be considered before 


June 30,1893. 
Mr. Mulchler's estim- 
ates arc being made on the presump- 
tion that about the same proportion of 
increase Vi'ill be maintained throughout 
the next year, and he thinks that ^ i 3 S r 
000,000 will be sufficient to meet the 
expenditures. 
This sum will probably 
be reported in his bill. 


He says that if it is found that the 
payment of pensions is likely to exceed 
that sum, the deficiency can be made 
good in the bill of next session. 
The 
general pension bill, Mr. Mutchler ex- 
pects, will be reported to the House 
within the next two weeks. 


A famine prevails in Northern Hun- 
gary, and 20,000 inhabitants of the 
County of Arva are in a state of dis- 
tress equaling that prevailing in Rus- 
sia. 
The Government will not relieve 
the sufferers because they are of the 
Slav race. 
German newspapers in 
Pesth indignantly protest against this 
inhumanity and demand that the suf- 
ferers be relieved and provided with 
corn for the spring sowing. 


There is also much 
suffering in 
Vienna among the poor, and the char- 
itably inclined have incessant demands 
made upon them to assist families who 
are on the verge of starvation. 
It is 
announced that about 16,000 skilled 
mechanics and 23,000 unskilled 
la- 
borers are out of employment. 


Monday night's shower in Lancas- 
ter county was accompanied by a most 
peculiar phenomenon. 
Mixed with 
the snow Tuesday morning were hun- 
dreds of worms of various species, 
some of them resembling the tobacco 
worm and others unknown in that sec- 
tion. 
They are believed to have been 
brought there by the high wind. 


The Directors of the Poor of Cum- 
berland county bound out a girl nam- 
ed Lydia Davis, aged 12, to Christian 
Heller of near Newville. 
She was 
compelled to work with horses and do 
manuel labor, and she was taken from 
the custody of Heller by the Directors. 


It is estimated that 460,000 English 
coal miners will leave work in fort- 
night in an effort to prevent a propos- 
ed reduction in their wages. 
Over i,- 
000,000 workmen will be affected.

"In consequence of the prevalence 
throughout many portions of world 
of the sickness known as influenza or 
grip, the Holy Father, being solicit- 
ous also for the bodily health of his 
children, has granted all the bishops 
of the world in whose diocese this 
sickness has appeared, full authority 
to dispense from the laws of abstin- 
ence and of fasting. In virtue of these 
faculties I hereby dispense the faith- 
ful of this diocese from the laws of 
abstinence and of fasting. 


"Please announce this dispensation 
to your people, and iu accordance with 
the wishes of the Holy Father, ear- 
nestly exhort them while profiting by 
this indulgence to be more assiduous 
in attending divine service, receiving 
the sacraments, offering up earnest 
and devout prayers to Almighty God, 
and in giving alms to the poor and 
for other charitable purposes."
